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1, Paul Skarsti-:n, of Norwegian 
Nationality, of Trondheim, Norway, do 
hereby declare the invention, for which I 
pray that a patent may be granted to me, and 
a the method by which it is to be performed, 
to be particularly described in and by the 
following statements :— 

This invention relates to an improved 
device for hand-line fishing, preferably with 
10 artificial bait or a lure, of the kind com- 
prising a preferably cylindrical casing for 
coiling up the line and having on one side a 
handle for gripping the device in one hand 
whilst throwing out the line in the axial 
15 direction of the casing with the other hand. 
The object of the present invention is to 
provide such a device in combination with 
means for storing the line within the casing 
when the device is not in use. 
20 Thus, according to the invention, the 
device comprises in combination a preferably- 
cylindrical casing having an outer peripheral 
.va'l around which the line can be wound, 
a handle on one side of the casing for holding 
'25 the device with one hand while casting the 
line with the other hand in an axial direction 
of the casing, a spool rotatably mounted in 
the casing and on which the line can be 
wound when the device is not in use, and an 
30 aperture in the peripheral wall of the casing, 
through which the line can pass when being 
wound onto the spool within the casing by 
rotation of said spool. 

In order that the invention may be more 
35 clearly understood one particular embodi- 
ment thereof will now be described by way 
of example, with reference to the accom- 
panying drawings w lie re in :— - 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of the device

Referring to these drawings the device 
comprises a cylindrical easing 1 inside which 
a spool 2 is rotatably mounted on a shaft 3 
secured to the bottom of the casing and pro- 5o 
vided at its upper end with a wing nut 4 for 
holding the spool 2 in position on shall 3. 
The casing is provided with a lid 5 which, 
as shown in Fig. 2, is fitted on the inside 
with means such as hooks 14, and 14, and 5;. 
eoil springs 15 for holding a spare lure, 
arluixaaTT^^ other tackle. On Us outer 
peripheral wall the lid 5 is provided with a 
plurality of pins 9 which are adapted to 
co-operate with L-shaped slots 10 formed m 60 
the peripheral wall of the casing 1 to lock 
the lid in position. As will be seen from 
Fig. 1 the dimensions of the spool 2 are 
such as to leave a space between the lid and 
the spool to ensure that the spool is not 
fouled by the lure or other tackle housed in 
the lid when the lid is in position. The lid 5 
is also provided on its outside with a handle 
8 for facilitating the locking of the lid in 
position and for gripping the device when in 70 
use as hereinafter described. 

in the peripheral wall of the casing I is 
provided an open slot 11 extending from the 
top edge of the wall and terminating in an 
aperture 12 through which the line 7 can 75 
pass when the device is in use. The purpose 
of the open slot 11 is to enable the line 7 to 
be removed from the aperture 12 and placed, 
with the lure 6, in the casing when the 
device is not in* use. 80" 

When the device is to be used the lid 5 
is removed and the line, wound on the spool 
2. is passed down the slot I I until the end 
of the line projects through the aperture 12. 
an artificial bait or lure 6 being attached lb s5 
the end of the line 7. The lid 5 is then 
replaced on the casing 1 and locked in posi- 
tion as above described. A suitable length 
of line is then drawn out of the casing I 
through the aperture 12 and wound round S)(J 
the outside of the peripheral wall of the 
casiims as shown in Fig. 4. The device is 
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then gripped iirmlv in one hand and the 
line 7 is casl in die axial direction of the 
casimz with the other hand. 

When the device is no longer required to 
5 be used the line 7 is wound back onto the 
spool. For tins purpose the lid 5 is again 
removed and the spool rotated, for example, 
by the aid of a projection 13 forming a 
handle whereupon the line is wound onto 

10 the spool. The end of the line is then passed 
throuijh the slot 11 in the wall of the casing 
and placed in the casing with the lure or 
artilicial bait attached thereto. The lid is 
then replaced. 

15 It will be understood that the invention is 
not limited to the particular embodiment 
herein described and shown, modifications of 
the details of construction being possible 
without departing from the scope of the 

•>0 invention as defined by the appended claims. 
For example, instead of the projection 13 any 
other suitable means for rotating the spool 
may be provided. Similarly the construction 
and arrangement of the handle 8 and the 

05 method of locking the lid 5 on the casing I 
may be varied as desired. 

The invention provides a simple and low- 
priced hand-line fishing device which has the 
meat advantage that it can accommodate the 

■JO line and tackle and be placed in the pockei 
when not in use. 
What i claim is: — 

i. A device for hand line fishing compris- 
ing in combination a preferably cylindrical 
casing having an outer peripheral wall 
around which the line can be wound, a 
handle on one side of the casing for holding 
the device with one hand while casting the 
line with the other hand in an axial direction 
40 of the casing, a spool rotatably mounted in 
ihe casing and on which the line can be 
wound when the device is not in use, and an 
aperture in the peripheral wall of the casing 



ihrouiih winch the line can pass when being 
wound onto the spool within the casing h\ ■»» 
rotation of said spool. 

1 A device according to Claim I. wherein 
trie easiim is provided with a lid adapted to 
be Locked on said casing and to form one side 
of said casing and the handle of the device w 
is mounted on said lid. 

3. A device according to Claim 2, wherein 
the lid is provided on its inside with means 
for storing spare lures, artificial bait and _ _ 
other tackle. or> 

4 a\ device according to Claims 1 and .v 
wherein the spool is rotatably mounted on a 
shaft secured to the bottom of the casing and 
is so dimensioned that a space is let l between 
said spool and the lid whereby the spare lure, 00 
bail or other tackle carried in said lid doe., 
not foul the spool. 

v A device according to Claims I to 4. 
wherein the peripheral wall of the casing is 
provided with an open slot extending t/om to 
the top edge of the casing to the aperture 
throuiih which the line passes. 

6. A device according to any ol the pie- 
ceding claims wherem the spool is provided 
with means for effecting rotation ot said 70 
spool for winding the line thereon. 

7. A device according to Claims 2 to 0. 
wherein the iid is provided on the inside 
with oppositely disposed sets of hooks for 
securing artificial bait, lure or other tackle in 75 
said lid. 

A device for hand line hshing con- 
structed and adapted to be operated sub- 
stantially as herein described with reference 
to the accompanying drawings. SO
